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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The references cited in both first and second 
office actions apply appropf iat ely for the rejection of the present application. The first reference, Holdrege et al. clearly teaches 
transmitting nodes. It is well known in the art that wireless networks comprise multiple nodes, i.e., user terminal units, base stations, and 
repeaters. Although no description for "first wireless nodes" is furnished by the applicant in the specifications, these are construed as 
user terminals in a wireless network. At the same time, "infrastructure nodes" are construed as base station or access points. As stated 
in the claims, the inventiorfcof this application is clearly related to rake receiving techniques, which is implemented in CDMA systems. 
The inventions of both Holdrege et al. and Fuerter teach a CDMA system. Therefore, the rejection stands as estab lished by the Final 
Rejection mailed on 06/29/2007 . 
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
